Dart's Proceedings— .The fcloqueui e af 
Loyalty— -Speech ot Joshua Hill. 

In the Convention of the State of Georgia, 
on the 7th inat., the proceedings were of a 
marked rharacter. The pending question 
was on an address to the President, the 
•liusiness of the Convention being nearly 
terminated. In the Convention was one 
A. H. Kenan, formerly a member of Con- 
and though pardoned, xs great a 
t-1 as ever. His business throughout 
had been to speak and act disloyalty. On 
this occasion he declared that "he would 
have regarded it as the highest gratification 
of bia life if the Southern Confederacy bad 
led. lie said be made this declara- 
was always willing to make it in 
I of God and man. When he asked 
President Johnson for the pirdon which he 
carried iu his pocket, he did not make 
whining and bvpocritical professions of 
Unionism, but told the President he was a 
rebel, bad not change. 1 his principle-, ami 
had merely submitted to the result of the 
war." 

These disloyal utterances brought out 
Kenan's old opponent, Joshua Hill, who, 
as soon h> Kenan had ceased, rose to reply. 
He is described as a large man, lixed lirinly 
upon bia legs, with immense head aud 
muscular neck; a long, rough, red face, 
and high forehead, close cropped hair and 
whiskers, sprinkled with gray, low down 
on his face; a deeply furrowed brow— there 
he stood, his whole frame heaving with in- 
dignation. It was the noble mast ill', whose 
patience finally exhausted by the snarling 
curs around him. had turned to rend them. 

Alter some jueliminary remarks he s:tiu: 
"I am not responsible for the wide range 
this debate has talen. 1 would have limit- 
ed it strictly to the immediate object I had 
in view; but it has suited the gentleman 
from Baldwin, 'Mr. Kenan), to bring in 
topics foreign and exciting, and not ger- 
main to the question before us. When he 
presents an issue, that I feel reflects upon 
me, I cannot decline my own defense. He 
has eulogiaed the gallant deeds of Southern 
heroes, and rejoiced at his own devotion to 
the late Confederacy. It is far from my 
or purpose to deprecate the hard 
laurels of the brave, no matter in 
• r.ise obtained. While I can not 
as others may, of deeds of arms on 
ensanguined lields, I can afford to do jus- 
tice to the valor and daring of those whose 
fortunes led them to battle. I never pro- 
teased, because I never felt <t, devotion to 
the ill-starred Confederacy. I regarded it 
from the tirst with open disfavor, and 
never abated my disapproval of its insane 
origin. Without attacking the personal 
motives of the men who inaugurated seces- 
sion, for among them were many that I 
numbered amongst my nearest friends), it 
was my deliberate opinion that it was un- 
wis... rash unto madness, and destructive 
of t'-e best interests and happiness of this 
people. Never during the bloody progress 
of the unlortunate strife that followed its 
<'ii;i< inifiit was there a day that I would 
uot, bad I possessed the power, have ar- 
rested the horrible revolution; and I appeal 
to the g'-ntlmian from Baldwin, who tells 
us be, i"", was a Uniou man in that un- 
hsppj day that wrought our ruin as a peo- 
ple, if be/bad he possessed the power of an 
autocrat, would not have arrested in its 
in;*' I career the cruel, relentless, heart- 
blighting, hope-crusbi:ig war, so wantonly, 
so insanely, imposed upon us. 

"I frankly avow bad I been able to op- 
pose successful and imtn diate destruction 
t<> its frightful progress, I would with alac- 
rity have done it. From tirst to last, I could 
never discern any reasonable proNj>ect of 
the success of the contest; nor could I per- 
< — ive atiy benefit* tbat < mid flow from it. 
Thinking as I did, feeling as I did, loving 
my kind as I do, how could I but deplore 
ihe mf.ti nat i'lti that brought up >n this un- 
1 ippy land ibis ununiigated calamity? A 
.i.'sire t > preserve from needless sacrifice the 
l>oor, uii> 'trending youth of the land, of it 
sell, were enough to have made me mourn 
the unhallowed and damning act. I thought 
and i said that the material interests of our 
people, and especially the cherished institu- 
tion of slavery, withdrawn as it was from 
its ancient protector, the Constitution of the 
1" nited Stales, the only power by which it 
could have been preserved or perpetuated, 
were by one fell swoop destroyed and lost 
forever. What sane mind could see safety 
ai:d prosperity in a country surrounded on 
Hue. t-ule*. as with a cordon of avowed ad- 
versaries, and with its ocean front making 
a curtent of more than five thousand miles 
<>f exposed border? This, of itself, was 
enough to mark the measure as one of in- 
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• I recall an interview with Com. Blake, 
ot the American navy, who bad surveyed 
his country's coast, and whose ma|>s and 
illustrations are part of his country's histo- 
ry, in which, in my solicitude on this sub- 
ject. I asked of him the favor to inform me 
of the extent of coast from the mouth of the 
Potomac river to the Bio Grande ; and, as 
I now remember, taking a pair of divers 
aud a scale, be gave me the result, and it 
was more than two thousand miles. In my 
mind, I then ascended the Potomac to its 
passage through the mountains; thence 
west on the crest of the Allegbenies to its 
termination ; thence to El Paso and down 
the Bio Grande to the Gulf, and contcm- 
pUted, in all its magnitude, the frontier to 
1>e guarded. Without arrogating any supe- 
rior wisdom to myself, bad others paused to 
consider this and other insurmountable 
difficulties that loomed up like mountain 
summits, thisdeplorable, miserable ill -con- 
ceived, unjustifiable, self-destroying N vo- 
lution < >uld never have had existence. 
From it sprung the < on fed e racy. 1 could 
not and did not rejoice at its creation; and 
J never saw the day while it lasted a Ma I 
loved it better than when it began. I asked 
nothing of it; for, as an honorable mau, I 
could not. It owed me nothing; and when 
my poor boys volunteered enthusiastically 
to "light tor what they deemed the cause of 
t he South, I said to them with their muskets 
shoulders: 'Remember, my 
v;.u to into organized military 



commands, with no power on my part to 
afford you promotion; for, if it costs ine my 
life, and the life of every member of my 
household, I will not seen favors of a Gov- 
ernment that, it left to me, would never 
have existed.' What results could to me 
have Rfforded compensation lor what I have 
lost? The wealth of the world, if coined 
into diamonds, would be as nothing to 
soothe the griefs I bear about me. How can 
I recur to the norrid past but with feelings 
of undying regret, of endless condemna- 
tion ? 

"Eulogies have been expended upon the 
extinct Confederacy. It has gone, and with 
it has gone its miserable act of conscription 
and ruthlessly tore from the hearth stone 
the youth of the South, and dragged them 
to bloody fields, and deprived them of their 
young lives. With it, thank Heaven, have 
died its infamous laws of impressment tbat 
Bjtaad the hard earnings of honest industry, 
that plundered the people's barns, deprived 
them of their grain, a ,d gave them worth- 
less paper in exchange. I am not revenge- 
ful. W hatever wrougs I have suffered by 
the mad folly of others I will try to forget. 
There are those prominent in this work of 
destruction that I know will have the mag- 
nanimity to acknowledge themselves in- 
debted for my kindness. 

"The Convention will excuse me if, I have 
tresspassed on its patience in giving utter- 
ance to this feeble expression of my leelings 
and opinions. I cannot add any new rea- 
son to what I, on a former occasion, have 
urged why I desire reference made in this 
address of the Convention to the President 
ot the luited Stales, to our action of to-day, 
annulling the war debts. I do not say pub* 
lie debt, for I choose to distinguish between 
the legal obligations of the State, incurred 
before the war, and that incurred after, in- 
dependent and irrespective of its prosecu- 
tion, and the mountain of debt imposed on 
the people as the result of secession. Let 
no man infer from this that I tolerate, iu 
the slightest degree, a disregard for any ob- 
ligation, public or private, rightfully in- 
curred. He who labors under this delusiou 
di es me great injustice. 

"The gentleman says the President looks 
with more favor upon those who fought 
for the rebellion than those who refused to 
do s i. I do not believe it; but even were 
it true, it would not induce me to say one 
word or think one thought in favor of tbat 
hideous wickedness, or check my heart or 
tongue in denunciation of the damning 
deed. I never fought for it; I never court- 
ed its favor; I never deprecated its wrath. 
All that I could do for my country, while 
the storms of passion and treason were ra- 
ging arouud me, I cheerfully did. I make 
no apology for refusing to take arms in that 
unhallowed cause. If he who fought be- 
neath the flag of the rebellion is preferred 
before me, let it be so. In standing by the 
Union of States, I risked more than the lo-s 
of goods and political preferment. I staked 
my life upon the issue. For sooner than 
raise my hand against the Government. I 
would have thought it happiness to die! " 

The effect of this speech was almost elec- 
tric. Each separate climax was greeted 
with cheers, which the Chairman no longer 
endeavored to suppress; aud when the out- 
burst was finished, the old State House 
shook with applause. So loyal were the 
sentiments of the speaker, and so hearty 
the approbation which greeted them, that 
no friend of the country looking on could 
fail to bless the Convention aud forgive all 
its short-comings. 

Poor Kenan endeavored to rally a little, 
by asking Mr. Hill if he did not, during 
the war, when a candidate for Governor of

< ieorgia, 
federacy. 

"No! ' indignantly thundered Hill; "no! 
I wrote a letter refusing to be a candidate, 
but saying if gentlemen chose to vote for 
me I could not complain. I also said, in 
the same letter, that I had never asked a 
man to cuter the Confederate army, and 1 
never would; because, having declined to 
do so myself, I could not ask others to do 
it. I did not act to assist the rebellion, and 
nothing on earth could have induced me to 
raise a linger in its support!" 

Another loud cbeer greeted this reply, 
and poor Kenan evidently had enough. 

An Elegant Recreation. 

Prom the Ciucinnati Commercial, j 
We had occasion to notice, recently, the 
singular punishment meted out to the col- 
ored people of Mobile, who violated an ''an- 
imal instinct," by traveling out of the ju- 
risdiction Ot their late tender-hearted and 
liberal-minded masters. When such viola- 
tors of an animal instinct die, they are de- 
nied Christian burial. 

Another punishment peculiar to Mobile, 
bag MM to light. If the negro will not 
work, he must be shot. Idleness is a capi- 
tal offense — among the blacks. Whether it 
is punishable at all among the whites, is 
not stated, though we suspect not. 

The cheerfuluess witb which the Mobile 
papers record the shooting of a black man 
for refusing to labor, indicates bow truly in 
earne-t the whites are in the great work of 
propagating industrious habits among the 
freedmen. As an instance, we reproduce 
the following from the Mobile Daily Times 
of the 8th. The coolness with which this 
murder — it would be called by that name 
elsewhere— is recorded, and the flippaut 
levity of the writer over what elsewhere 
would be looked upon as a bloody crime, 
will serve to enlighten the public on the 
subject of the refinement, the civilization, 
and the Christianity that prevail in the fiist 
city of Alabama : 

"Omit, Monday, November 6, 1885. The 
Rev. Samuel Gaillard, big dog of the blood- 
bounds of /.ion. We are called again l y 
stern duty to the melancholy task of re- 
cording the demise or departure from this 
lively scene of action, ofanothtr of the 
bright and shining lights of Xion. 

"It was only a few days ago that we per- 
formed the melancholy ceremony of bid- 
ding adieu to Brother Ferdinand Smith. 
This was, however, only a temporal adieu— 
we had still a hope ol meeting him this side 
of Jordan, for live or ten years of the l'eui- 
tentiary are not forever. Then we consol- 
ed ourselves with the reflection that we had 
still another, may be a half dozen "blood- 
hounds" among us. We kuew brother 
Sam (.aillard, and we never knew any 
good of him. The public may not reniein- 
ber him — under this name we mean. He 
was generally called Whitewash Sain; he 
wore green spectacles, and was a preacher. 
A few days ago, his honor, the Kay ,r. sen- 
tenced him to four mouths labor, (for 
nothing, of course, as his Honor is a ty- 
rant,) and "brother" Sam was "incarcer- 
ated." 

On Monday morning he was marched out 
along with the other condemned criminals 
to labor. He exclaimed, on being told to 
'fall in,' that be was a 'minister of de gos- 
pel, nebber did work, aud uebber intended 
to.' After this touching reply, the guard 
had the inhumanity to order him again to 
'fall in,' and brother Sam had the firm 
Christianity to reply in the same manner. 
A third order from the guard so far milled 
his serene temper, as to provoke the chris- 
tian spirit of the late lamented brother into 
sayiug, 'Shoot me, d— n you ! I can die, but 
1 wont work !' Accordingly he was shot. 

W> can only say to the mourning blood- 
hounds, blood (she dogs), and blood 
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pups in the touching language of Mr. Schil- 
ler a celebrated German, who did not be- 
long to the 'Frere Liebe,' 'Frei-nigger.' or 
any other 'Bund'):

It is said that Francis II, late of Naples, 
is preparing to leave Rome to reside in 
Austria or Bavaria, in consequence of the 
departure of the French. The decision was 
come to in a family touncil held at the 
Farnese Palace. 

A poor farmer, named Condon, in Ire- 
land, and payiug about fifteen pounds a 
year rent, has just come ia for an unexpec- 
ted fortune. His auut, who some four and 
thirty years ago was the proprietor of a tav- 
ern in Cloumel, died recently in Australia, 
and left to Condon a sum of three thousand 
five hundred pounds, and a property real- 
izing four huudred pounds a year. 

Everything is going on finely in Syria 
since the cholera left the country. Trade 
has resumed its old activity, busiuess of all 
kinds is brisk, and the local railway works 
are pushed forward. Keschid Pasha, the 
Governor General of Smyrna, has won the 
approbation of all by his general conduct 
during the epidemic. He has been highly 
re war led by the Sultan. 

The Petersburg, Virginia, Express says: 
We loarn from the American that some of 
the Baltimore sympathizers with the late 
Confederacy, have subscribed for the pur- 
chase of a line piano for Gen. Lee, which 
will be shipped to him iu a few days. 

O'Conuel, convicted iu the Morris (N. J.) 
courts of the murder of bis wife, is to be 
hung iu the jail yard in Morristown on the 
24th inst., the Chancellor having denied the 
application lor a writ of error in his behalf. 
The prisoner still clings to the hope that he 
will not be hung. Two of his daughters 
visited him ou Thursday; he treated them 
with great iudillV-rence aud coldness, hard- 
ly snying ope word to them. He looks 
wfetched, as Tie does not take his meals- 
with any regularity, going sometimes two 
days without eating. His spiritual advi- 
sers are Lbe.only ones with whom he will 
at all converse.— Morris Banner. 

A singular accident occurred the other 
day in a passenger car on the Chicago, Al- 
ton and St. Louis railroad. One of the 
lamps lell from its fastenings and burst, 
throwing the oil over the lloor. In the fall 
the oil became ignited, and the 11a una 
flashed along the car with fearful rapidity, 
endangering the lives of several passengers. 
Before the flames were extinguished several 
seats were burned, and, bad the car been 
full, many passengere would have lost 
their lives before they could have escaped. 

The Portland (Maine) Advertiser under- 
stands that a memorial to Congress is in 
circulation in that State, to be signed, tirst, 
by all soldiers who served during 18G1 and 
lattaj in the late war, aud, secondly, by citi- 
zens who are in favor of praying Congress 
to pass'a law this winter giving every offi- 
cer below the rank of brigadier general, 
and every soldier serving iu 18til and 18(32, 
a portion of the public lauds, which shall 
go toward equalizing the large bounties of 
QMS and 18«4. 

Charles A. Peabody, having resigned the 
judgeship of the United States Court at 
New Orleans, has resumed practice in New 
York city. For three years Judge Peabody 
has had the trial before him of the causes 
arising under the United States aud the 
Louisiana laws, many of which were of the 
greatest magnitude, and has probably had 
a larger experience in the peculiar civil 
law of Louisiana than any lawyer of the 
metropolis of New York. He was former- 
ly on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the State of New York, and is well known 
to the profession.

The New \\>rk Post ridicules the an- 
nouncement that "bridal chambers," and 
other like extra vag mces, such as frescoed 
ceilings, sumptuous tapestries, etc., are 
about to be lutroduced into some of the 
Northern cars. It says: "Bridal cham- 
bers are disgusting enough iu hotels aud 
steamboats, where they have Jong since 
been coudemued by public opinion, even 
the least refined; but "bridal chambeis" in 
a railroad car would be too shocking to be 
tolerated at all. The first load of decent 
passengers would cast their tawdry finery 
out of the windows. The ambition of rail- 
road managers should be turned, not to au 
increase of frippery In the ornamentation 
of cars, but ol saiety in their couduct.

silly ostentation, in which ill-breeding unite 
to produce at best only a shabby gentil- 
ity?" _ 

British Clemency. 
The British press, which went into maud- 
lin tears over the hanging of Payne and 
the other assassins ot President Lincoln, 
which will weep bitterly over the execution 
of Wirz, and which would be distracted at 
the idea of the punishment ot Jeff. Davis, 
has now an opportunity to bewail, in the 
most deploring accents, the "brutality," 
"ferocity," "unchristian conduct," <fcc., of 
some of the officers of the crown. The 
British General Nelson, who is in com- 
mand at Morant Day, in Jamaica, is, ac- 
cording to the British estimate applied dur- 
ing our rebellion to United States officers, 
one of the "most horrid monsters that ever 
lived." He states, in his olficial dispatches, 
"that every insurrectionist is being hung 
as soon as captured." Nelson dees not even 
wait for the short ceremony of a court-mar- 
tial; he hangs on sight. Furthermore, he 
shoots on sight — one of the feats under his 
direction being to open lire lrom one of her 
Majesty's gunboats "upon a collection of 
eight hundred women and children." Nel- 
son was humane in this little att'air. The 
gunboat only tired three 22-pound shells 
among these non-combatants. After they 
had burst, and probably killed and wound- 
ed forty or fifty, Nelson was delighted with 
the sight of all the rest of the women and 
children ruuning away. The London 
Times w ill no doubt be pleased with the 
sp.rii of this officer, and will recommend 
tbat he be knighted, or made a peer. The 
Post will approve his gallantry. Will any 
English paper denounce him as a tyrant or 
murderer? Not by any means.

A Southern Indianian, sojourning in 
Cleveland, writes me: "Cleveland still flour- 
ishes. It is destined, 1 believe, to be a great 
manufacturing city. I notice it refined 
three millions and a half gallons of petro- 
leum oil, and in one year paid to Govern- 
ment nearly seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Here the copper from Lake Superior 
is smelted. It has a great many manufactor- 
ies of iron, marble and wood. It builds more 
ships than any other city of the West. Some 
built supply the European market. Dur- 
ing the past two years there have been built 
here nineteen screw steamers, averaging lili! 
tons each; sixteen steam tugs; seventeen 
barks, averaging 55! » tons each; twenty-four 
lake schooners, and a number of small 
craft. And then it is the metropolis of tbe 
fine agricultural region of tbe Western Re- 
serve— which, in 1862, made SIM tons of but- 
ter and 1110 tons of cheese. I think the

A Mast a don TrsK F ot nd.— On Saturday 
evening last the workmen engaged in dig- 
ging sand from a pit at the head of Dewey 
street, New Albany, struck with their 
shovels and picks upon what they sup- 
posed to be a log. Upon clearing the sand 
off it, however, it was discovered to be an 
immense tusk of the purest ivory, seven 
feet three inches in length, and at the 
thickest part eight and one-quarter inches 
in diameter.

Public Schools.— We are indebted 
H. Tlngley, jr., Superintend- 
ent of the Public Schools, for a copy of the 
annual report of the Board of Trustees for 
1864-5. From the report, we find that the 
financial condition of the public schools is 
better than for several years past. The 
debt was reduced last year over $10,000. 
TbrouRh tbo liberality ot the General 
Council the Board has been enabled to in- 
crease tbe salaries of the female teachers, 
thereby silencing the complaints on that 
subject which have been so rife for several 
years past. There has been no suspension 
of any of the schools for any length of time 
during the past year. Two only were closed 
for a short time on accourt of high water. 

Last year the attention of the Board was 
called to the importance and necessity of 
introducing physical training as a recular 
branch of instruction in tbe public schools. 
It was recommended that a competent in- 
structor be employed to assist the teachers 
iu this subject, and see that the exercises 
were adapted to the wants and condition of 
the childreu. With one exception, but little 
progress was made last year. 

The Principal of the Fourth Ward School, 
who w^is convinced of the benefits to be de- 
rived from the adoption of a -judicious 
course of gymnastics in his school, gave 
the subject, during the last few weeks of 
the session, considerable attention. The 
pupils in the Primary and Secondary De- 
partments were taught principally the arm 
movements, while those of the Grammar 
Departments used the dumb-bells in addi- 
tion. Although the teachers and pupils, for 
a short time, labored under the disadvan- 
tage of not having suitable music, yet the 
proficiency attained in so short a time was 
remarkable, and highly gratifying to all 
who witnessed the exercises. We make the

The Iteturn of the Pirate Shenandoah to 
IhiglaufU-What the London Papers Say 
—The Shenandoah to be T*ru«d Over 
U the United states. 

New York, Nov. 20.— In the foreign tiles 
by the City of London, it is announced that 
Capt. Waddell, of tbe Shenandoah, on tak- 
ing a pilot at Liverpool, asked If the Amer- 
ican war had ceased. 

The Times says that the reappearance of 
the Shenandoah iu British waters at the 
present juncture is untoward and unwel- 
come even. It is fortunate that in this in- 
stance nothing practically turns on the ori- 
ginal equipment of ships thus placed in 
our hantts, althou<*h built and manned in 
fraud of tho neutrality laws. There was 
no proof at the time of sailing to justify 
her detention. On every principle of law 
she belorgs to the government which has 
succeeded to the rights and property of the 
Confederate government. The most seri- 
ous question is concerning the officers and 
crew. It is to be greatly regretted that the 
ship ever came back to England. 

The Times says that the work of proving 
that he didn't know of the end of the war 
at the time he destroyed the whale ships, 
rests with Captain Waddlo. It says that 
neither he nor his crew cau, under any cir- 
cumstances, be given over to the United 
States. The crime of which they really 
stand accused, supposing tbem to have wil- 
fully ignored the termination of hostilities, 
is that of piracy, and on this charge it is 
possible they ; na v be apprehended and 
tried before an English »oi»rt of justice. In 
his long cruise and long a oyiige he never 
encountered British or American men-of- 
war. 

A Liverpool dispatch to the London 
News says that on board the Shenandoah 
there are al> nit thirty-six chronometers, 
together with cabin furniture, furs, and oth- 
er articles of talnC. 

The Liverpool Mercury says: Tbe repre- 
sentative of the American Government at 
this port has been, since the arrival of tbe 
vessel, in communication with the custom 
house authorities. It is also stated that 
certain officers of the customs, who were 
deeply ln»erest"d in tbe success of the Con- 
federacy, were engaged yesterday in mak- 
ing inquiries in regard to the Shenandoah. 
It nit* b*t. therefor*, that some point will 
be raised as to the giving up of tbe vessel. 
The decision of the Government as to the 
final disposition of the matter may be ex- 
pected in a few days.

He added, that France could not do that. 
Mr. Seward, in reply to this narration of 
Mr. Dayton, instructed him to inform the 
1 n n. h Government, that, in tbe opinion 
me l uited Stales, the ]>ermaneiit es- 
tablishment of a foreign and monarchial 
■ \ eminent would be found neither easy 
nor desirable. The r nited States, consist- 
ently with their principles, can do no oth- 
M than leave the destinies of Mexico 
in the keeping of her own people, and re- 
cognize their sovereignty and iudei>endence 
in whatever form they themselves shall 
choose that this sovereignty and indepen- 
dence shall be manifested. It was previ- 
declared by M. I»rouyn L'Huys that 
as to Mexico the purpose of the French 
Government was to give order to tbe con- 
dition of things there. They were to pay 
iii-msei ves &N .it-Us. expenses, Ac, Ac, 
and leave the country. 

The text of tbe convention concluded be- 
tween France and Mexico to regulate the 
conditions of the stay of the French troops 
in Mexico and for the purpose of establish- 
ing order and consolidating the new em- 
l>ire. done in the castle of Miramsdr, the 
loth day ol April, lsA4, provides that the 
Trench troops at present in Mexico shall 
be reduced as soon as possible to a corps of 
25,000 men, including the Foreign Legion. 

This corps, in order to safeguard tbe in- 
terests which led to the intervention, shall 
remain temporarily in Mexico on certain 
• •ondilioos, among them that the French 
troops shall evacuate Mexico in proportion 
as the Emperor of Mexico shall be able to 
organize the troops necessary to replace 
them, the foreign legion in the service of 
France, composed of eight thousand m?n, 
shall nevertheless remain in Mexico six 
• years after all the other French troops shall 
have been recalled from that moment the 
iegion shall pass into the service and pay 

to itself tbe right of abridging the d'onatfon 
and employment of the foreign legion in 
Mexico. It was further stipulated that the 
expenses of tbe French Expedition to Mex- 
ic , w ere to be paid by the Mexican Govern- 
ment at the sum of two hundred and sev- 
enty million dollars for the whole duration 
<>i the expedition down to the 1st of July, 
ib"4, the same to bear a rate of interest of 
three per cent, per annum from the 1st of 
July. All the expenses of the Mexican 
army shall be at the charge of Mexico. 

The above is given merely to show what 
was the originally declared purpose of Na- 
poleon in establishing a monarchy in Mex- 
ico, and the conditions, in part, upon which 
he furnished material assistance.

< itv wharf, receiving for all points along 
the Cumberland. She starts on Wednes- 
day, to be followed on Saturday by the Ber- 
muda. 

The Silver Spray, Nightingale, and Har- 
rv Dean are due from Memphis, and the 
Silver Moon arrived at that port on Thurs- 
iay last. 

The Goldeua had arrived at Memphis 
with a light cargo of cotton from the Ar- 
kansas. 

At Pittsburg on Friday night the river 
was slowly falling witn fourfeet two inches 
water in the channel by the old mark and 
one foot lees by tbe new. 

The Levi Leoti had arrived at Pittsburg 
and the Marietta departed. 

The boats advertised to leave Pittsburg 
on Saturday were the Lawrence for Cin- 
cinnati; Leonidas and Camelia for St.

Two of the city porkhouses were slaughtering hogs to- 
d*y— Messrs. Owsley A Go. and Fred Leib. They together 
killed about 1200, including a lot of BM head to be cut up 
for Mitchell* Armstrong. Contracts, or rather sales, 
have been made sines the opening of the season of about 
1500 hogs for packiug in this city. Prices continue nom- 
inal at 10V gross, with no sales transpiring. Buyers are 
not in tbe market at quotations, and the farmers and 
drover* have not yet made up their minds to either sell 
or pack on their own account. The weather has turned 
more favorable for slaughtering, but the receipts are still 
very small.
